WAR NEWS AFTER MIDNIGHT 


Atlantic Cable.] Although Lieut.-Gen. 
Sakharoff reports there is no change 
in the situation around Liao Yang, : 
is evident from the special dispatches 
to the Associated Preas from Liao Yang 
an. Sintsinstin that the Japanese are 
continuing their preparations for a 
flanking movement which may pos- 
sibly alter the nature of the expected 
engagement at Liao Yang and which 
may also further delay the crucial de- 
velopment. 

The concentration of a strong Japa- 
nese force at Saimatza indicates an 
intention to press forward towards 
Mukden, and if possible to cut the com- 
munications and prevent Gen. .ouro- 
patkin front retiring northward. Gen. 
Kouropatkin is evidently aware of this 
move and is sending out reconnoitering 
parties from Sinstinstin along the 
Saimatza road. This is shown vy the 
slight encounter with a Japanese ou:- 
post within thirty miles of sinstinstin. 
The Japanese are also bringing strong 
forces from Yinkow. 

A column marching from New- 
chwang with the evident intention of 
flanking Liao Yang from the westward 
included 10,000 hinese from the island 
of Formosa who are Japanese subjects. 
The Associated Press correspondent at 
Liao Yang points out the alarming 
caaracter of this development, and 
fears that the example may prove coa- 
tagious. If the local Chinese are in- 
duced to join the Japanese, it will be 
Impossible to distinguish the Formosan 
and Manchurian Chinese. This revives 
the spectre of Chinese embroilment 
with the more remote possibility uf 
ioreign entanglements. 

There is considerable anxiety regard- 
ing the presence of Gen. Yuan Shi Kai, 
Commander-in-chief of the Chinese 
forces, and Gen. Ma with strong forces 
of troops in the North, lest, should a 
convenient opportunity present itself, 
they would be tempted to overstep the 
pounds of neutrality. 

Although it now seems improbable 
that anything can prevent a Japanese 
attack at Liao Yang, in view of the 
prevalence of heavy rains, the pros- 
pect of rains heavy enough to arrest 
military operations is not likely, how- 
ever, as the time for the rainy season 
is now past. 

There is an unconfirmed rumor that 
Lieut.-Gen. Linevitch is bringing 
large forces to Mukden to reinforce 
Gen. Kouropatkin.

The Japanese victory upon this oc- 
casion, if not more important than 
that on the Yalu, was won against 
greater odds and was consequently a 
better test of the mettle of their 
troops and more creditable to their 
valor. The result was that the Jap- 
anese gained ten miles or more on 
their advance toward Liao Yang. 

How far the Russians have re- 
treated is not known yet, but only one 
strong strategic and defensive posi- 
tion intervenes between Gen. Kurokt's 
army and Liao Yang, that being sit- 
uated eight miles south of that city. 
It is impossible to estimate the Rus- 
sian casaultles during the engagement 
and reports of losses on the Japanese 
Side were not rendered this morning. 

While the Russian and Japanese on 
this front are stretched over a long 
line of country, the Russians are 
known to have four divisions in the 
field between Gen. Kuroki and Liao 
sang and between thet point and Muk- 
aen, @ large proportion of the men 
being Poles from Europe. 

The theater of the part of the battle 
witnessed by the correspondent of The 
Associated Press was a valley begin- 
ning three miles from the Yang Se 
Pass. This valley, which is about ten 
miles long, nowhere more than a mile 
wide, and running from north to south, 
is level, covered with high corn, giv- 
ing the troops fine cover. 

In the morning the two armies were 
confronting each other across the val- 
ley. The Japanese army was stationed 
on ranges of hills fronting the pass, 
while the Russians held a higher 
range west of the valley. An artillery 
engagement began in the morning and 
lasted until 5 pm., during whien 
neither side appeared to gain any ad- 
vantage so far as spectators could 
judge. The Russians had now batter- 
les in the high hills beyond the village 
of Towan commanding the Liao Yang 
road whith the Japanese shelled heav- 
ily all day from the front and left 
without silencing. 

The Japanese artillery was handi- 
capped in action by soft roads, which 
forced them to bring up ammunition 
by hand. The Russians used twenty- 
four guns from Motlen Pass. The 
~apanese had two or more batteries in 
tue hills and one or two batteries in 
the valley on the plain without any 
cover except the high corn, which the 
Russians never discovered, focusing all 
their fire on the batteries in the hills. 

A spectacular and daring feature «of 
the day was the advance of the Japa- 
nese infantry across the valley which 
began at 5 p.m. and resulted in the oc- 
cupation of all of the Russian gun posi- 
tions and their infantry entrenchmen's 
in the space of two hours. The Rus- 
sians as usual could not withstand the 
charges of the Japanese infantry and 
fled through the hilis. The appearance 
of the field this morning indicates a 
complete rout, the Russians leaving 
much clothing and camp paraphernalia 
behind them.

RUSSIAN AMBUSCADE.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 9.—A dis- 
patch from Simoudin, dated August 1 
and filed at Liao Yang August 6, re- 
lates an incident which occurred dur- 
ing the pursuit of the retreating Rus- 
sians between Simoucheng and Sim- 
oulin on the Haicheng road.

valley, and passed beneath the guns 
concealed on the heights. Then the 
guns in the road ahead opened and 
mowed the ranks of the Japanese, wao 
stood for some time apparently dazed, 
and then broke andran. They reached 
a small hill, but this position was un- 
tenable and the Japanese were doomed 
to destruction, whether they advanced 
or retreated. They tried to retreat, but 
were almost wiped out by the Russian 
battery which had them in the rear. 

A few of the Japanese succeeded 


the rocks. The Russians expected 
that the Japanese would be largely 
reinforced, and so did not remain 
The sappers decorated the position 
with wooden guns before they retired. 
The Japanese reinforcements arrived 
in the morning and shelled the dum- 
my battery fiercely before they dis- 
covered its character.

SIXTY-NINTH ASSEMBLY. 
In a majority of the precincts in the 
Sixty-ninth Assembly District no 
Flint tickets were in the field. Long 
Beach, Alamitos and other country 
precincts in the southwestern end of 
the district elected delegates pledged 
to support C. J. Walker of Long Beach. 
The northern end of the district elected 
delegates who will support W.

SEVENTIETH ASSEMBLY. 
Combinations in the Supervisoral 
fight complicated the results of the 
election in the Seventieth Assembly 
District to such an extent that it is 
impossible to learn just whom some of 
the delegates will support for State 
Assemblyman, or whether they are for 
Bard or the machine. W. H. Kelso of 
Inglewood received the vote of the 
Bard supporters. Wickersham of San 
Pedro proved to be the dark horse that 
the machine had been fing in a 
back alley all the time that the bosses 
were assuring Kelso that they would 
not oppose his delegates. Last night 
Kelso's friends claimed that he would 
be nominated on the first ballot. But 
the machine bosses were making a 
similar claim for Wickersham. A 
number of the delegations are pledged 
to sacrifice everything else to secure 
the renomination of.

SEVENTY-FIRST ASSEMBLY. 

J. W. Kemp made a valiant but los- 
ing fight against Phil A. Stanton, the 
incumbent, in the Seventy-first As- 
sembly District. Stanton, however, 
did not have the big majority that had 
been predicted for him. In a number. 
of precincts there were irregularities 
which, in an unprejudiced county con- 
vention, would result in unseating a 
number of delegates. In Precinct 56 
Phil Stanton’s father was on the elec- 
tion board. He did all that the law al- 
lows to secure the election of delegates 
favoring his son's candidacy. One of 
Stanton—the elder’s—pleasantries was 
to warn all voters that, if they used 
the sticker containing the names of the 
Fiint delegates, their ballots would 
not be legal. He said that the election 
law required that the stickers should 
be four inches square, and that the 
Kemp tickets were only two by four. 
In this precinct a number of persons 
came to the polis to vote whose names 
were not on the great register. 

The Democratic push did _ valiant 
service for the machine in this dis- 
trict. In fact, in some precincts that 
are nominally Democratic by a safe 
majority, but a single Democratic vote 
was cast. Stanton's victory will prob- 
ably mean Flint instructions from this 
district. 

SEVENTY-SECOND ASSEMBLY. 

H. G. 8. McCartney, an anti-machine 
Assemblyman, was the only candidate 
in the Seventy-second Assembly Dis- 
trict. In this district, occurred one of 
the hottest contests of the hard-fought 
day, over instructions. ii 

Bard's friends claim that even though 
more delegates may have been elected 
in this district on Flint tickets than 
on the tickets put up by the Bard 
commit yet the majority might 
still be in favor of Bard instructions, 
for the reason that the machine placed 
a number of Bard men on Flint tickets 
in this district to deceive the not too 
careful voter. Charges were made 
openly that a number of the precincts 
of this district had been colonized. In 
precinct No. 37 W. P. Jeffries, known 
to be a resident of the Fifth Ward, 
was on the Flint ticket. He was 
scratched by a number of voters, who 
otherwise voted a straight machine 
ticket. It was claimed last night that 
Jeffries had been beaten by the head 
man on the Bard ticket.

crats of the Second and Third Wards. 
preferred Carter, and they voted for 
him in large numbers. Fred M. Smith, 
the incumbent, made an independent 
canvass and had a ticket in a number 
of precincts, but failed to secure any 
tes. 
SECOND SUPERVISORIAL. 
The fight between Alexander and 
Lauder in the Second Supervisorial 
District was very close and both sides 
were last night claiming victory. Lau- 
der carried the Seventh and Ninth 
wards, but Alexander secured the 
Fourth and Fifth Ward delegations. 
Lauder was backed by the liquor deual- 
ers, while Alexander had the support 
of the temperance workers. The result 
of this contest will be determined by 
the trades made among the delegates 
after the convention meets, 
Lauder's friends base their hopes for 
victory 5 the fact that the Liquor 
Dealers’ ssociation in return for 
its support of the Flint. tickets 
asked that the Flint managers help 
elect Laude: and Wilson.

THE AIR BRAKE. 


How the Great Life Saving Device 
Came to be Invented by George 
Westinghouse. 

{Pittsburgh Disphtah: ] It is seldom 
that an inventor and the son of an in- 
ventor makes a complete success of life 
and in addition accumulates a fortune 
estimated in various sources all the 
way from $25,000,000 to $50,000,000. And 
it is exceedingly rare that such an ex- 
ceptional inventor continues to choose 
the life of ceaseless strenuousness to 
one of languid indolence. It takes 
a remarkable character to do such 
things, but George Westinghouse, Jr., 
is just such a rare genius. 

Mr. Westinghouse is fast approach- 
ing the three-score mark, but he does 
not look it, and there is scarcely any 
doubt but that he feels much younger. 
He was born in Central Bridge, Sch»- 
harie county, N. Y., October 6, 1846. Fe 
was but 10 years old when his facher 
established the Schenectady agricul- 
tural works, and his early education 
was in the shops. At Ii years he had 
made e rotary engine and had passed 
an examination to become past as- 
sistant engineer in the United States 
navy. 

In 1865 Mr. Westinghouse invented a 
device for replacing railroai cars upon 
the track, and he had these manufac. 
tured in Troy. This occa@sioned fre- 
quent journeys from Schenectady, and 
bey day when delayed by a collision 
Mr. Westinghouse conceived the idea 
of a brake within the control of the 
engineer. He studied the problem at 
every spare moment. He could not get 
the idea out of his head. He went to 
Chicago in 1866 to see a continuous 
chain brake invented b¥ a man named 
Ambler. This was operated by a chain 
running the length of the train, with 
a windlass in the locomotive. It was 
operated by pressing a wheel against 
a flange of the driving wheel. Mr. 
Ambler remarked that there was no 
use of Mr. Westinghouse wasting fur- 
ther time or money, as she had patents 
covering every practical idea. 

Westinghouse's first plan was to use 

a steam cylinder under the locomotive 
4 — to draw up the chain, and then 
he thought of a cylinder under each 
car, with a pipe to feed all cylinders. 
His brother assisted him, and the two 
worked and experimented, but found 
no solution. Mr. Westinghouse read 
everything that he could get on the 
subject. A description of a drilling 
apparatus in Mt. Cenis tunnel, where 
the compressor was over half a mile 
from the drill, suggested the use of 
compressed air for braking trains It 
was an inspiration. He set about the 
task of placing his idea on paper and 
he took the sketches to the superin- 
tendent of the New York Central Rall 
road with considerable elation. The 
Vanderbilt engineer refused to experi- 
ment. He thought the idea was fool- 
hardy. Mr. Westinghouse tried the of- 
ficers of the Erie Rallroad. They were 
dubious and declined. But Mr. West- 
inghouse was insistent. He knew he 
had a good ide and and he was de- 
termined to try it. So he filed papers 
for patent rights. | 
Mr. Westinghouse started a steel 
works at Schenectady in 1867 to manu- 
facture his car replacer a other 
railway supplies, but he had little 
money and few friends who had confi- 
dence in him. He happened to come 
to Pittsburgh to negotiate a contract

sold on the street between 7 and 9 
a.m.

ed Ralph Baggaley in 1868 in his in- 
vention. The latter saw the opportu- 


promise of a one-fifth interest ad- 
vanced money sufficient to make ap- 
paratus enough to give the invention a 
thorough test on an entire train. The 
Panhandle was a rather tough propo- 
sition at that time, and it was not 
very difficult to obtain permission from 
the superintendent to try the invention 
on the accommodation running de- 
tween Pittsburgh and Stubenville. The 
road was certainly ideal for the test- 
ing of a brake scheme, as the curves 
were sharp and the grades were heavy 
and the possibilities of accidents excep- 
tional. It just happened that some 
fanmer who had been born under a 
lucky star happened to be crossing the 
track in his wagon when the accom- 
modation equipped with the Westing- 
house brake came plowing along. f 
course, the man was saved by means 
2 the brake. Had it been otherwise 
t is 
have been assured at the time. It was 
a very lucky thing for Mr. Westing- 
house and the farmer. 

The prevention of that collision 
caused the formation of the Westing- 
house Airbrake Company on July 20, 
1869, and the Michigan Central and 
Chicago and Northwestern were the 
first to buy the apparatus. There were 
plenty of imperfections in the brake, 
but Mr. Westinghouse kept at his idea 
and developed and watched and experi- 
mented, and by the time his first plant 
was/completed in 1870 he had a pretty 
good brake to sell. That was the be- 
sinning of Wilmerding and the birth of

KING’S REMEMBRANCER. 


Lord Dunboyne, Holder of that Unique 
Office, Will Soon Visit This 
Country. 


{New York Tribune: ! Among the 
foreign dignitaries who are coming to 
this country in the course of the next 
month to take part in the International 
Congress of Law, held at St. Louis in 
connection with the exhibition, is an 
Irish peer, of the name of Lord Dun- 
boyne, who bears the peculiar title of 
Kings Remembrancer, and as nothing 
is to be found in the encyclopedias and 
works of reference concerning this an- 
cient office, it may be well to explain 
just what it is. 

Formerly, in the days of the early 
Norman kings, of the Plantagenets and 
of the Tudors, the King’s Remem- 
brancer was a high official of the royal 
court of the exchequer, and he was ex. 
pected to keep record of those nobles 
whose fines and dues had remained un- 
paid, to look after the royalties of the 
crown, to attend to castles and estates 
that had been for treason forfeited ts 
the sovereign, and to supervise the due 
payment of the First Fruits. Many of 
these duties have been taken over by 
the Inland Revenues and Treasury De- 
partment, and while most of the mem- 
bers of his staff, such as the Filacer. 
the Clerk of the Pipe, and Surveyor of 
the Green Wax, the Clerk of the Es- 
treats and the Clerk of the Nichils and 
of the First Fruits, have been legis- 
lated out of existence, the King's Re- 
membrancer, still remains. He com- 
bines with his office as such that of a 
Master of the Supreme Court, and his 
duties nowadays as Remembrancer are 
combined with attendance in the court 
of the Lord Chief Justice at the cere- 
mony called the “pricking of the sher- 
ers“ by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer on the morrow of St. Martin, 
with attendance at the swearing in of 
the Lord Mayor of the City of London 
and with the acknowledgment of hom- 
age for the holding of crown lands. 
For this and for his work as Senior 
Master of the Supreme Court Lord 
Dunboyne receives a salary of $12,000 4 
year. 

There is an extraordinary romance in 
connection with this Dunboyne peerage. 


The twenty-first holder thereof was the 
Roman Catholic Bishop. of Cork, when

Wishing to perpetuate his branch of the 
family, and to prevent the honors and 
estates passing to cousins, with whom 
he had always been on bad terms, he 
applied to Pope Pius VI for a dispensa- 
tion to retire from the episcopacy and 
to marry. The reply which he received 
from the Vatican was couched in the 
most severe terms of censure, so much 
so, in fact, that the hot-tempered pre- 
late publicly seceded from the Roman 
Catholic Church, joining the State Re- 
formed Church of Ireland, and then 
married a Protestant young woman 
very much his junior. There was, how- 
ever, no-issue to this marriage, a cir- 
cumstance which exercised a consider- 
able influence on the mind of the for- 
mer bishop, and just before his death, 
which took place at Dunboyne Castle 
on May 7, 1800, he was received back 
into the Roman Catholic Church by the 
Rev. Dr. Gahan. Wishing to divert as 
much property as possible from the 
cousin who was heir to the peerage, 
and to the entailed estates, he, after 
providing munificently for the welfare 
of his wife, bequeathed all the re- 
mainder of the property of which he 
could. dispose to the Maynooth College 
for the education of youths intended 
for the Roman Catholic priesthood. 
Naturally, litigation ensued, and in the 
course of it the Rev. Dr. Gahan was 
sent to prison for several months on a 


charge of contempt of court in refusing. 


the order of the presiding judge that he 
should reveal the deathbed confession 
of Lord Dunboyne. The widow of the 
former bishop survived him for sixty 
years, dying in 1860, at the age of 98. 


WATCHMEN IN PALACES. 


How the Royal Residences of Europe 
Are Guarded During the 
Night. 

[Cassell’s Journal:! Besides the 
picked company of “palace police,” by 
whom King Edward's home is guarded 
night and day, there is a system of 
night patrols by civilian retainers of 
the royal household, whose duties con- 

ist in inspecting corridors and portals 
at stated intervals. In this country 
the chief danger to be feared during 
the hours of darkness is not an attack 
upon the royal person, but an acci- 
dental outbreak of fire, and the watch- 
men are accordingly trained to make 
instant use of the nearest means of 
fire extinction, and are also required 
to become familiar with the rudiments 
of electrical science. so as to be able 
to repair a short circuit or to replace 
a fuse. Night slippers are used, in or- 
der that the slumbers of the court 
shall not be disturbed, but no pass- 
word is deemed necessary, and tell- 
tale clocks are not employed, it being 
a’ tradition of ine royal establishment 
that only trusted men shall be chosen 
for these responsible duties. 

A sentry is usually posted beneath 
the royal bedchamber, and on one oc- 
casion the guardsman on duty at 
Windsor was tempted by a sudden 
whim to put his hand through the 
open window and to abstract a watch 
that lay upon the window table. Ever 
afterwards it was the custom of Queen 
Victoria to require gauze sashes to be 
inserted into the window frames on 
summer nights, not only for the pur- 
pose of keeping out intrusive insects, 
but also to serve as an added safe- 
guard against other and more sub- 
stantial intruders.

The practice at the Quirimal is very

The watchmen in the palace are old 
military men, and their system is one 
of the utmost precision. Each reports 
to his nearest neighbor at intervals 
during the night, and: by this means 
a network of protection is woven about 
the person of the monarch, while the 
vigilance of each is also secured. 


The most exacting watchfulness is. 


observed in the palace of King Alfonso 
of Spain. For four centuries it has been 
a tradition that the slumbers of the 
royal family shall be guarded by na- 
tives of Espinosa, men of soldierly 
habits and of honorable 
them are entrusted the keys of all the 
doors at night, and they are forbidden 
to unlock them again before the morn- 
ing. One member of the troops sleeps 
on the mat outside the door of each 
member of the Spanish royal house, 
and others patrol the corridors in 
noiseless slippers, assuring themselves 
that their sleeping companions are at. 
their posts. 

The most varied assortment of night 
watchmen to be found in any palace 


‘| of Europe is that which guards the life 


of the Emperor of Russia. Each com- 
pany is independent, and is under the 
control of a separate administration. 
Even the master of the palace is sub- 


‘servient to the imperious-demands of 
‘some of these watchmen, should they 


lay down any particular instructions 


for the guidance of the Imperial house- |. 


hold at times of special anxiety. There 
is the ubiquitous force of the secret 
police, who are under no obligation to 
any member of the court. There is a 
body of Cossacks of the Don, who do 
fatigue duty about the palace, and are 
trusted by the Czar to an extent that 
cannot be claimed even by his stal- 
wart and haughty guards. 

Another crowned head which is anxi- 
ously watched over during the night is 
that of Abdul Hamid. The Sultan has 
a choice of half a hundred. bedcham- 
bers, and he never announces before- 
hand which of them is next to be used. 

One person who inhabits a palace 
and lives in royal state, is the “pris- 
oner of the Vatican.” His Holiness is 
carefully safeguarded at night by his 
own hand, which turns the key of his 
bedchamber, and his personal attendant 
locks an outer door as well. The pe- 
culiarity of the Pope’s watchman oe 
that he has the opportunity of inspect- 
ing the interior of the apartment at 
any moment, as he is furnished with 
a pee le in the wall of the bedcham- 
ber. is destruction of his personal 
privacy is characteristic of the Pope, 
and it enables the servant to watch the 
master more emphatically than in the 
case of any lay sovereign in.

MORE POLES THAN PEOPLE? 
(SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


VENTURA, Aug. 9.—The Board of 
Trade has entered a strong protest with 
the city authorities against the action 
of the two telephone companies, the 
Home and Sunset, in changing the 
erstwhile pretty streets into a kind of 
dead-tree grove. There are more poles 
than people in Ventura—and that is 
not a natural condition, nor beautiful. 
The poles themselves are tall and 
straight and symmetrical. As poles, 
in fact, they leave nothing to be de- 
sired. But as street ornaments it is 
complained by the Board of Trade that 
they might be more—well, arborescent. 
Indeed, the look of the streets is proof 
enough that the complaint of the mer- 
chants and the people is well founded. 
There are poles, poles, poles every- 
where in Ventura, and the linenien of 
both companies are still putting in 
poles. As much Satisfaction as any- 
body can get out of the corporation 
people is that they will go on putting 
up poles as long as there are any sites 
for them left. And as the Sunset peo- 
ple are also putting poles in people's 
back lots—they have put a particular- 
ly unsightly one right in the middle 
of Mrs. Theodosia B. Shepherd's beau- 
tiful flower garden, renofvned in two 
ocontinents—there would seem limitless 
possibilities for poles still to come. As 
matters stand now, or as poles stand, 
there are seventeen poles in each of 
the two chief business blocks on Main 
Street, and it is a poor block on a 
side street anywhere in town that does 
not boast at least ten. 

The Sunset people say that they are 
going to establish what they call the 
“block system, and that they will pres- 
ently take their poles out of Main 
street and line up more on the side 
streets. where they will put these last 
is a question. Anyway, that is the ex- 
cuse for putting tall poles in the back 
lots, including Mrs. Shepherd's flower 
garden. The Home people make no 
promises. They are just putting up 
poles. So far they have the tallest and 
longest and most unsightly poles, and 
these carry only their through lines. 
What the streets will look like when 
they get their side lines in, and put 
the poles up to string them is beyond 
any man’s dream of ugliness. 

The City Trustees have taken no uc- 
tion, nor given any indication that they 
will act, although the air is filled with 
wires overhead that look like the webs 
of some gigantic species of spider cov- 
ering the town, and both corporations 
have dug up the cement sidewalks and 
the streets in every direction, and run 
guy wires to the ground from the bo es 
in so many places that on dark nigh.s 
the belated citizen feels as though he 
should have a lineman to guide him 
when he wants to cross the streets 
anywhere between corners. And on 
Palm street, which is one of the pret+ 
tiest in town, thev have not even ub- 
Served that unwritten law of corpo- 
rations hich obliges the public at 
least by putting the poles at the edge 
of the walks. On the contrary, the 
poles are right in the middie of the 
sidewalk ali down the street—that is 
the last poles put in are—and the man 
who lives on that thoroughfare has to 
dodge along on his way home in a 
manner strongly suggestive of indul- 
gence, of which no good citizen likes to 
be guilty.

ORECASTING THE WEATHER. 

With all the wonderful advance 
made by science, in its various 
branches, there are still some radical 
and important things that man has not 
yet been able to accomplish Among 
others, to say, with absolute certainty, 
whether a-man is dead, or whether it 
is merely a case of suspendéd anima- 
tion. Again, to tell what kind of 
weather we are going to have a week 
from now, It is true that, by a.com- 
plete system of telegraphing from one 
point to another, the weather bureaus 
are often able to foretell the weather 
for a day or two, according to the dis- 
tance to which their communication 
extends, along the belt of storms. That 
is as far as they can go. Beyond this 
point the weather prophet has prove 
as dismal a failure as the fellow who 
‘promises to make rain, by sending up 
explosives or stinkpots into the sky. 

At the request of a Les Angeles at- 
torney, Senator Bard introduced in the 
last Congress a bill (Senate Bill No. 
5277) to promote further discovery and 
research in meteorology.” Mr. Bard 
was neither the author nor the sponsor 
for this bill, but merely introduced it 
on request. The author of the bill 
stated that he desired it to stand en 
its merits. The chief of the Weather 
Bureau and his staff of advisers are 
not able to see any merit in the bil. 
The promoter sent a copy to Prof. J. 
M. Pernter, director of the Central In- 
stitute and a translation of his reply 
has been published in pamphlet forni. 
Mr. Pernter declares, with absolute 
certainty, that up to the present time 
no human being is in possession of the 
knowledge of the true physical basis 
for weather predictions. 

The bill provides for a salaried jury 
to receive and consider propositions 
along the line of weather forecasting. 
Mr. Pernter thinks these jurors wouid 
earn all the money they get, although 
they would be well paid. He concludes 
his letter as follows: | 

“I would, however, strongly indorse 
a bill authorizing the devotion of $159,- 
000 to the prosecution of accurate, ex- 
tensive investigations covering the 
whole subject of the improvement of 
weather predictions. There might be

A few months ago Willis L. Moore, 
chief of the United States Weather 
Bureau, issued a circular to the offictsls 
in charge of the various weather bu- 
reaus throughout the United States in 
which he called attention to the harm 
done by people who, for personal gain, 
foist upon the public, through the 
country papers, misleading weather 
forecasts. Some of these mer, Mr, 


are misguided, and do as much harm 
as those who are knaves. In his cir- 
cular, the chief of the Weather Bureau 
says: 

“They may believe that they have 
discovered a physical law or a meteor- 
ological principle that has not been re- 
vealed to astronomers, meteorologists, 
or any other class of scientific investi- 
gators, but the publication of predic- 
tions that, by reason of their absolute 
inaccuracy, are calculated to be posi- 
tively injurious to agricultural, com- 
mercial and other industrial interests, 
casts a serious doubt upon the honesty 
of their purpose, and upon their as- 
serted disinterested devotion to the 
public welfare. Such publications 
bring the science of meteorology ito 
ute and cannot, therefore, be 
made in response to a desire to ad- 
vance. that science along useful lines; 
and they retard the work of the hon- 
est investigator, through whose efforts, 
only, can gains be made in a funda- 
mental knowledge of the causation of 
weather that will justify forecasts for 
@ month, or a season in advance. 

“As a result of my personal verifica- 


-tion of the work of long-range weather 


forecasters, some of whom have so far 
gained the confidence of the rural 
press as to receive liberal compensation 
for their predictions, I am led to the 
conclusion that these forecasters know- 
ingly perpetrates fraud, and do posi- 
tive injury to the public at large, It is 
to be regretted that so many news- 
papers not only give space to these 
harmful predictions, but actually pay 
for them. Forecasts of this descrip- 
tion can properly be classed with ad- 
vertisements of quack medicines—they 
are both harmful in the extreme. 


will be possible to forecast the weather 
for coming seasons, to specify in what 
respect the coming menth or season 
will conform or depart from the 
weather that is common to the month 
or season; but that time has not yet 
arrived, and I believe that you will be 
best serving the public interests when, 
without indulging in personalities or 
mentioning any long-range forecaster 
by name, you teach community you 
serve the limitations of weather fore- 
casting, and warn ii against impostors. 
Your local press should, and doubtless 
will, cooperate with you in this en- 
deavor.” 
It is not unreasonable to suppose that, 
ere long, the time will come when we 
shall be able to predict with absolute 
certainty what kind of weather is to 
prevail om various portions of the 
earth's surface a week, a month, or 
even a long period ahead. But the

The wreck of the Missouri Pacific 
train near Eden, Colo., Sunday night 
adds another horror to the catastro- 
phes which have shocked the country 
during the past several months. From 
accounts thus far received no one is 
specially to blame. The engineer was 
running at a slow speed, about fifteen 
miles an hour, as he apprehended dan- 
ger at the arroyo bridge through which 
his train plunged, sending probably 
seventy or more persons to their death. 
The arroyo, known as Steele’s Hollow, 
is usually dry, but the recent heavy 
rains In Colorado made it a torrent. 
The engine, it appears, passed almost 
across the bridge before it gave way. 
Patrolmen are practically useless un- 
der the circumstances which existed 
at Steele’s hollow, for it is almost im- 
possible for them to determine the 
strength of a trestle. Nothing but a 
dummy train and engine, used con- 
stantly as a patrol and affording a 
genuine test of bridges, can assure 
the absolute safety of regular trains 
which use the tracks. The Eden hor- 
ror makes it obvious that some means 
should be devised by railroad compa- 
nies to make their tracks and bridges 
safe under unusual circumstances, such 
as obtain during flood times and the 
period of landslides in the mountains. 


The San Bernar ane strikers are 
maintaining their reputation in the 
matter of despicable outrages perpe- 
trated upon non-union workmen. Six 
strikers recently assaulted an independ- 
ent laborer, and, after beating him, 
hurled rocks at him as he was running 
from them.

Aug. 8.-—The Ter- 
riterial political campaign will be 
started in Arizona in five weeks. Chair- 
man Sam F. Webb has called the Ter- 
ritorial Democratic Convention to meet 
in Phoenix September 15, and Chair- 
man W. F. Nichols has called the Ter- 
ritoria|: Republican Convention to meet 
5: Prescott September 17. The only 
business before the conventions will 
be the selection of candidates for Dele- 
ate to Congress and the promulga- 
Don of platforms. It is expected that 
the latter feature will be a difficult job 
for the Democrats, as the rank and 
file of the unterrified, throughout the 
Territory. refuse to so suddenly trans- 
fer their political affections from Bry- 
aniem to Clevelandism. On the Demo- 
cratic stde the contest will probably 
be the same as four years ago, be- 
tween Col. J. F. Wilson and Mark 
Smith. The latter has gained first 
blood, by securing twenty-seven votes, 
the strength of Graham county, where 
Mormon votes predominate. 
CHILDREN MULTIPLYING. 
According to the annual report of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
N. G. Layton, Arizona has 27,051 chil- 
dren of school age, between 6 and 21 
years. Of this number, 21,220 were en- 
rolled in the Territory's schools dur- 
ing the school year just completed, be- 
ing an increase of 6 per cent. over the 
previous year’s record. The total ex- 
penditures for school purposes within 


the Territory for the schoo! year were 
$625,000. Nineteen new school districts 


were organized within the year, seven- 
teen new schoolhouses erected, and 
thirty-seven additional teachers em- 
ployei. Maricopa county spent far 
more than any other county for school 
purposes, namely, $97,241. 
RAILROAD DIVERSIONS.

Friday 
night and Saturday morning five di- 
verted passenger trains passed through 
the city.

Here the 
Santa Fé some time ago secured con- 
trol of Harrison street, in continua- 
tion of the line by which the Southern 
Pacific would naturally leave Phoenix 
toward the west. This block is to be 
passed around by the Southern Pacific 
curving its line toward the south and 
passing out of the city by way of 
Buchanan street. A number of par- 
cels of land have changed hands in 
that vicinity lately, and it is now be- 
lieved thta the Southern Pacific has 
acquired ample yardage room, as Nen 
as free egress to the west for its new 
Buckeye and Yuma road. Agents of 
the road have secured options through 
the farming country around Buckeye.

DOUGLAS, ARIZ. 
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Semi-Annual Reported Retirement 
of Greene from Management of 
Cananea Properties Again Denied. 
Great Volume of Water in New 
Tombstone Consolidated Workings. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


TUCSON (Ariz.) Aug. 8.—According 
to figures given out by Prof. James 
Douglas the new Copper Queen sme!t- 
er at Douglas is now putting out (op- 
per at the rate of 5,000,000 pounds a 
month, a production that is to be 
increased gradually. The big smelter 
ie to handle not only Copper (Queen 
eores but concentrates from the Naco- 
zari ‘and other Mexican mires and 
custom ores from many Arizona mines. 
It is probable that the Detrvit com- 
pany’s concentrates from Mvurenci will 
be sent to Douglas for final reduction. 

Ore from the Lake Superior and 
Pittsburgh mines at Bisbee is to be 
sampled in large quantity in the Cop- 
per Queen smelter. The company is 
developing its claims in the most ap- 
proved manner with long drifts from 
the lower levels to cross-cut and ex- 
pose the ore bodies wherever found. 

New boilers have been installed on 
the Calumet and Pittsburgh property 
at Bisbee which has modern workings 
910 feet deep. When sinking was sus- 
pended on account of water the for- 
mation being cut was of the most fa- 
vorable kind. The management believes 
that the copper sulphide will be struck 
in a great body within 200 feet. 

Reorganization is being effected of 
the Calumet and Cochise Development 
Company under the style of the Cal- 
umet and Cochise Mining Company. 
The company owns about 280 acres of 
ground near Bisbee with several shafte, 
the deepest 990 feet. Thus far $10v,- 
% has been expended on development 
work and $37,500 paid on account of 
purchase of mining ground.
